Reducing Vibration In Railway Cars, 
A new invention embodies a princi- 


ple which will commend itself to all 
railway travelers. It is sought to les- 
sen the discomfort and annoyance of 
travel on many lines on which there ie 
excessive vibration by the construction 
ot a pnenmaitc car "which embraces 
the application of an elastic fluid as an 
absorbent for vibration and oscilla- 
tion." An air cushion is arranged on 
the cellular principle between the car 
bodj' and the truck frame, and as there 
is an equal distribution of air under 
varying pressures all oscillation ia pre- 
vented. This clastic medium is said td 
completely absorb all vibration result- 
ing from rough tracks, jointing of rails, 
excessive speed or any other cause, and 
the car is carried smoothly and steadily 
along. This pneumatic system can be 
equally well applied to street cars, and 
instances are not hard to find in which it 
unquestionably should be.—Exchange. 


An Eastern Dainty.

THK BONU QUESTION. 


Secretary Carlisle, in answer to the 


resolution of Congressman Bailey 
denying his authority to issue Lends, 
baa sent to the Judiciary Committee a 
communication in which he says that 
•ince the last bond issue the Treasury 
baa redeemed $90,000,000 of greenbacks, 
and paid gold to redeem $60,000,000 of 
Treasury notes, and that, therefore, he 
baa the right to sell bonds for $150,000,- 
030 to replenish the gold reserve used 
in these redemption--!. A similar claim 
was asserted by his predecessor, Sec- 
retary Poster, who insisted that he 
could either re-issue the greenbacks 
redeemed or sell bonds to replace the 
gold used in the redemption, bat Presi- 
dent Harrison negatived the proposi- 
tion. 


Ex-Secretary Foster &ays the report 


that he had plates made a year ago for 
a bond issue which President Harrison 
opposed is not true. He favored a 
bond issue in case the gold reserve 
went below $100,000,000, but it did not 
do so. lie declare1; President Harrison 
never discussed th 
;>oint, but he is 


under the impression that he would 
have favored it had the r»serve fallen 
below the fixed amount. Ex-Secretary 
Poster says ia his view the law did not 
contemplate the salt of bonds to meet 
current expenses, but that the Secre- 
tary undoubtedly has authority to sell 
bouds to replenish the reserve. He 
can do that, then pay out the gold for 
current expenses, and sell more bonds 
to bring up the reserve again, though 
in his opinion this would evade the 
spirit of the law, 


It appears that goldbug ideas and 


methods are the samo whether the gold- 
men are Demooratfe or Republicans. 
Secretary Foster did not think of re- 
deeming greenbacks or Treasury notes 
in coin—gold or silver— as the law 
authorized him to do, nor of reissuing 
greenbacks, as he says he had author- 
ity to do. He was ready, however, to 
issue bonds had the gold reserve fallen 
below the fixed limit. Secretary Car- 
lisle followed the example of ex-Sec- 
retary Foster, and paid out gold to 
redeem the Government's paper obliga- 
tions, when he had authority to pay 
those obligations in standard dollars 
and to coin such dollars for that pur- 
pose. To reissue greenbacks or coin 
dollars would expand the currency, 
and as the Wall Street gang are op- 
posed to that and iu favor of issuing 
bonds, the bonds are to be issued.

re-elected the late Senator pSianford to 
the United States Senate was over- 
whelming Eepublican. Both Houses 
of that body memorialized Congress to 
abolish the duty on grain bags, giving 
n»mng other reason fordoing so, that 
the la- \ manufacture was insignificant 
as o •_!,> ..-3d with the demand and that 
the duty did not increase the local 
product nor th'e wages of those em- 
ployed in the bag f-ictories, and only 
resulted in an increase of the price of 
bags to the consumer

He now 
opposes iu Congress what he recom- 
mended as a member of the California 
Legislature and favors a high tariff on 
jute sacks. The Eiaminei says every 
one of the seven counties in his district 
has a large farming population to 
which cheap grain bags are a vital 
necessity, but he ignores their 'nter- 
ests and appears in Washington solely 
as the representative.! of L. P. Drexler's 
jute mill. 


Mr. Drexler was formerly of this 


State. Ho went to California and en- 
gaged in the manufacture of grain 
bags. Though a Democrat of the most 
pronounced type while in Nevada, he 
became a protectionist when he en- 
gaged in the jute business in Califor- 
nia, and opposed the election of Cleve- 
land in 188& In 1691 the California 
Legislature, which was three-fourths 
Republican, adopted the memorial to 
put grain bags on the free list. That 
caused Mr. Drexe) to threaten to 
change front again and oppose the 
election of Mr. Hilborn to Congress. 
To prevent this and secure the influ- 
ence of Mr. Drexler, it seems that Mr. 
Hilborn pledged himself to oppose the 
resolutions which he is credited with 
drafting and which were adopted by a 
Republican Legislature, and he has 
completely changed front to carry out 
the contract.

The Trinity M. E. Church, presided 
over by Dr. Mclntyre, has a Chinese 
Sunday-school class of over fifty, who 
are spiritually cared for by eight church 
and society women, and Dr. Stenhouse 
as Superintendent.

Charley Hong asked permission to ad- 
dress the class in Chinese. He was 
permitted to do so, and no sooner had 
he concluded than he jumped iiato the 
center of the excited mongols and the 
fight was on. 


The women teachers and the spec- 


tators fled pell mell when they saw 
what was up, leaving the entire church 
to the fighters. 
Knives and other 


weapons were used. Y. T. Fong, the 
former interpreter at the Sunday 
school and his brother were the chief 
objects of the attack. The former was 
badly used up. The church people say 
it was the work of highbinders who are 
organized to break up the Sunday- 
school class. 


To Arrest the Pugilists. 


JACKSONVILLE, January 22.—Among 


several attorneys of this city the opin- 
ion that Governor Mitchell intends an 
important move on the morning of the 
25th is gaining strength. They have 
an idea that instead of preventing the 
flght by means of militia the Governor 
will order the arrest of Corbett and 
Mitchell ou a charge ot arranging for a 
fight, which Attorney General Lawar 
holds comes \viihin the law prohibiting 
duels. Should they be arrested on the 
morning of the 25th it would necessitate 
the postponement of the battle for one 
day at least and the men would un- 
doubtedly be put under heavy bonds 
to keep the peace until the courts de- 
cided the legality of the matter. This 
would effectually put an end to the 
contest. In case it was decided the 
fighters were within the limits of the 
law it is not probable the contest 
would take place as the men would be 
out of condition and the crowd gone. 


Evans Said to be in Mexico. 


SAN DIEGO, January 22.—If advices 


received by Sheriff Ben Hill are cor- 
rect Evans and Morrell are probably 
now far in the wilds of the peninsula 
of Lower California. The advices are 
from a thoroughly reliable source and 
from parties that could have no pos- 
sible object in misleading the officers. 


Under-Sheriff Crenshaw received a 


telephone message from Escondido 
this morning stating that two men 
answering the description of Evans and 
Morrell bad been seen the day before. 
The information came from ex-Sheriff 
Cravath, who said he had learned that 
the men were seen in Keyes can- 
yon, about eight miles to the north- 
east of Esoondido, by a school teacher 
named Boss who was teaching school 
in the canyon.

IKllIOATION VS. RAINFAL.!.. 


Judge Greennalgh Suggests That the 


Products of tlie Arid TSegion be 
Pooled at the Fair. 
Sometime ago Judge A. H. Green- 


halgh of Nye county suggested thai 
the arid regions of Nevada and Califor- 
nia pool their exhibts at the Midwinter 
Fair and show Eastern visitors the 
superior quality of cereals, fruit and 
vegtables raised by irrigation as com- 
pared with those produced in rainfall 
localities. For some reason the man- 
agement did not think it expedient 
and only one California newspaper, the 
Bishop Creek Register, favored a joint 
exhibit with Nevada. Inyo county, in 
which Bishop Creek is located, made 
no appropriation for an agricultural 
exhibit and only appropriated $125 for 
a mineral exhibit so Nevada could not 
gain much by making a joint exhibit 
with that county; Lassen and Modoc 
counties, California, which like Inyo 
county have more in common with Ne- 
vada than with California, preferred to 
send their exhibits to the California 
building, so Nevada from choice of 
necessity has to make its own exhibit. 


Judge Greenhalgb writes,that Nye 


county exhibitors have been afraid to 
ship vegetables lest they should freeze 
on the way, bat they hope to be able to 
show up to advantage on Nevada Day. 
He has some samples of potatoes boxed 
and ready for shipment, and, weather 
permitting, will take them to Austin in 
a few days.

Under* a free schedule, 


foreign wool of a character competing 
with that grown in this section can be 
laid down in Boston to-day for thirty 
cents per scoured pound. Allowing 
seventy per cent for shrinkage, our 
wool in the same market would be 
worth nine cents in the grease, and de- 
ducting eight cents, for scouring and 
marketing charges, will leave 
the 


grower a net value of not over five 
cents per pound—at least five cents 
per pound below the cost of the most 
economical production. 


We see no reason to believe that if 


wool is placed on the free list there 
will be any advance in the price above 
submitted. 


Wool growing is one of the most 


prominent industries west of the Mis- 
sour' river, and a continuance of the 
present range of values f of our main 
product, which may be fairly looked 
for under free wool, will bring ruin to 
the sheep industry in all the range 
country, and will spread loss and dis- 
aster to the mercantile and other in- 
terests dependent npon its prosperity. 


There are thousands of people 


directly dependent upon the wool 
interests—with free wool they will be 
compelled to seek a living and occupa- 
tion elsewhere. In view of these facts 
we, your petitioners, beg that your 
honorable body make xio change in the 
wool and woolenl schedules now in 
force.

LIMITED MATRIMONY. 


California Court* Bts>jr Decide as to a Hw- 


rlago For Six Btontlu. 


An interesting yet extremely ridica- 


lons question has fonnd its fray into tin 
California courts. The problems to "be 
solved in all seriousness by tne courts are 
these: "Is a contract of marriage stipu- 
lated to expire at the end of six mouths 
or a year a valid document? If the docu- 
ment be valid, is the limitation good? 
Does the limitation invalidate the con- 
tract; Can the relations of the contract- 
ing parties be legally laid aside at the 
end of the prescribed time? Would a 
child born after the limit has expired, 
and were the contract not renewed, be a 
legitimate child?" It seems impossible 
that in this day such s question should be 
seriously raised, but as a nw/,ter of fact 
there has developed among the Califor- 
nia lawyers some difference of opinion on 
the subject. 


Six months ago Edward M. Ellens and 


Lillie Mabney of San Francisco entered 
into a contract "to be married for a 
periQfl of six months." A few days ago 
thoy again repaired to a notary's office 
and caused a second contract to be drawn 
up for another six months. The young 
couple maintain that they have the ad- 
vice of good lawyers that the contract is 
good. The situation is such a novel one 
that several reputable lawyers have per- 
suaded the yoting couple to permit the 
question to be submitted to a court of 
adjudication. Just how to get this be- 
fore the court is the question. It can 
hardly be accomplished by divorce pro- 
ceedings, neither could it be accomplish- 
ed by criminal process. Lawyers, how- 
ever, declare that they will find a way of 
bringing the matter to judicial notice 
in order that the ridiculous proposition 
may be settled at once. 


Some of the best lawyers in the state 


have taken an interest in the matter. 
Many prominent citizens declare that it 
is against public policy'for such a ques- 
tion to be dignified by a doubt for any 
length of time. On the other hand, there 
are a few lawyers who consent to main- 
tain the strict legality of the terms of 
the limited contract.—Omaha World- 
Herald. 


EUROPE'S WAR CLOUD.'

It Is Now Much Larger Than a Man's Hand 


and Throws a Shadow Over England. 
The time has come to describe the pre- 


vailing naval panic in England as a gen- 
nino war scare. A fear amounting to 
conviction has seized certain Englishmen, 
who believe the coming spring will see 
Great Britain at war with one or more 
great powers. The sources of informa- 
tion and the judgment of some of these 
persons entitle their opinions to respect. 
They include some prominent members 
of the Conservative party and the editors 
of certain leading newspapers. Some 
slight weakness in consols suggests that 
tho impression maybe spreading to finan- 
cial circles. 


Whether tlieso sinister forebodings are 


based solely upon facts and reasons 
known of all men it is impossible to 
say. 
Some ground for apprehension 


must exist when the conservatism ol 
English journalism is so far overcome as 
to lead the management of at least one 
great London daily to undertake exten- 
sive preparations for a European war in 
the coming spring. More than one edi- 
torial office in Fleet street is getting ready 
for a campaign. No editor has yet been 
foolish enough to express his fears in 
print. They confine theniselves, espe- 
cially the Tory journals, to describing in 
the gloomiest language the dangers 
which would impend if war should find 
England unprepared. Tho situation in 
the newspaper world proves at least the 
sincerity of the alarmist Tory press in 
promoting a naval panic. This agitation 
and probably other causes have already 
had an important effect. 


There is of course no thought of Great 


Britain being the aggressor in the appre- 
hended quarrel. The prophets of was 
profess to believe that Russia and Francs 
will take advantage of any provocation 
to draw the sword against England, and 
will seek to crush her by a series of sud- 
den blows before Germany or the triple 
alliance can find an excuse for joining in 
the melee. They say that in spite of 
England's professions of neutrality, both 
France and Russia are convinced that 
she will, on some pretext, go to Ger- 
many's assistance when the inevitable 
continental war breaks out. Therefore, 
the new allies argne. they might as well 
deal with Engl;1- 1 f st and alone if pos- 
sible.—Londf i L oter.
